‘Hundreds of persons carried huge bundles 
tied up in sheets. These were mostly gray: 
headed women of the foreign class. One old 
woman staggered under a large bundle of 
clothes and bedding in the midst of which 
could be seen the wondering face of a baby 
too frightened to cry. , 

Among these poor people there did not seem 
to be any panic. Thgre was no crying or 
wringing of hands. All seemed too stunned 
by the disaster that had wiped out their 
homes. 

MILLS CLOSED, MANY SUFFER. 

These people seemed mostly of the poorer 
classes who could not afford to lose what 
Mttle they possessed, with factories and 
mills closed or earnings reduced by half time 
work, 0 

Dense throngs moved towards the fire from 
Boston, too preoccupied with the flames and 
heavy pall of smoke sweeping in swift pano- 
rama to take notice of the misery and suf- 
fering passing by. N 

Several of the large type of cars used by 
the Boston elevated railway in the East Bos- 
ton tunfiel, and abandoned when it was found 
necessary to shut off the power, were left 
helpless in streets swept by the flames. In 
the fire house of engine company No. 1, a 
brick structure at Marginal and Essex 
streets, were stored many trunks and other 
furniture which had to be abandoned on 
command of a marine who warned out the 
people just as the flames broke out in the 
rear of the building. 

In the three story granite structure once 
used by the United States government as a 
marine hospital, but now occupied by the 
Shurtleff!’ Grammar school, on Shurtleff 
street, hundreds of people deposited their 
goods. This building with its thick walls, 
situated in the middle of a large yard, seemed 
the safest piace of refuge in this part of the 
city. Many invalids were carried by on 
stretchers, and furniture vans, whose drivers 
were waiting for bargains, were pressed into 
use by the police to remove the sick. 


REACHES CITY HALL SQUARE. 

The greatest damage was done when the 
fire reached City Hall square, at the Junction 
of Park and Washington etreets. The First 
Baptist church, a lofty brick building, first 
caught fire on the highest part of the spire. 
Soon the roof was in flames and then the 
embers settled down on the unoccupied 
church building of St. Luke’s Episcopal 
parish and the quarters of the Veteran 
Firemen's association. 

The tower of the First Unitarian church, 
in Hawthorne street, then became enveloped 
in flames, and in the space of a few moments 
every building in the square, with the ex- 
ception of the city hall building, was in 
flames. n 

For a time it looked as if the magnificent 
city hall structure, built of brick and sep- 
arated from all other buildings by a wide 
area, might be saved. The hope was but mo- 
mentary, however, for about 8 o'clock a tiny 
flickering flame was seen gaining headway 
under the coping of the cupola. 

BURNING OF CITY HALL. 

Gathering force in the mighty wind the 
flame licked the cupola, exposed the great 
bell in the tower, and crept down into the 
main structure. Next the elements secured 
control of the interior of the city hall and 
then the entire structure was swept away 
and a dozen new buildings in the vicinity had 
ignited from the sparks and heat. 

Within a half hour in this one square four 
churches and the city hall were leveled to 
the ground. =: 

Down Maverick, Congress, and Essex 
streets the fire went by leaps and bounds. A 
four story brick block at the corner of Con- 
gress and Shurtleff streets was seemingly 
far removed from danger and had been 
sought by many families as a temporary 
storage for their effects. 

Suddenly came the cry that the biock was 
afire.. A tiny flame was seen clinging to the 
side ‘of one ot the dormer Windows in the 
manserd root. It grew and grew until soon 
the entire side of the block was being con- 
sumed. 

BLOCK BURNS IN HALF HOUR. 

Then the danger became real, and again 
men, women, and children, but a few mo- 
ments before congratulating themselves on 
their distance from danger, were hurrying 
into the streets with all they possessed. Hair 
an hour later the block was fiat and firemen 
had been brought to that section to make 
an attempt at stopping the flames from 
creating another desolate and blackened 
space. 

It was the same story throughout the whole 
southeast side. 
fire, and where, a few moments before, men 
had been storing their household goods in 
the street and watching the distant flames 
toward the heart of the city, now might be 
seen whole streets wrapped in flames their 


entire distance. 


FIRE AT THE WATER FRONT. 

Down to the waterfront the flames swept. 
Factories along Maverick and Marginal 
streets were enveloped in flames. Among the 
plants burned was the Austin and Young's 
cracker factory. Behind the bank of flames 
families were cut off for a time from help and 
escape. East of Shawmut avenue on Mav- 
erick and Congress streets were scores of 
families burned out and homeless, who were 
helpless to convey their possessions to a 
place of safety.

BIG OIL TANES EXPLODE. 

Suddenly there was a terrific explosion 
and the oll tanks of the Tidewater Oil Co. 
on the waterfront burst into flames. Thou- 
sands of gallons of oil were seon burning 
and gigantic clouds of black smoke curled 
and rose into the sky making as night all 
the east end. The smoke was seen as far 
away as Portsmouth, N. H.

SHIPS PULLED TO SAFETY. 

As the fire made ite way rapidly towards 
the water front, where considerable ship- 
ping was tied up, there was much excitement 
among the captains and crews. Several tugs 
were dispatched to the scene and all the 
vessels in that portic v of the threatened wa- 
terfront were pulled out to safety, although 
two schooners tied up near the oll company's 
works were beginning to blaze. 

The flames were extinguished witziout 
much @amage being done.

eréek to East Boston, where five dwellings on 


Wadsworth street and vicinity were con- 
sumed. The Boston fire department was 
hard pressed at.9.o’clock tonight to prevent 
the fire from spreading. 

WATER FRONT THREATENED. 

While the flames were sweeping on to the 
water front on the Chelsea fire, the firemen 
were making @ heroic stand at Chelsea square 
to prevent further progress toward the 
south. If the blaze once broke aw in that 
direction it seemed certain that the district 
between Essex street and the water front, 
including a large coal pocket, the Magee 
Furnace company's plant, the Austin & 
Young Biscult company, and a shipyard with 
a number of large vessels on the ways for 
repairs, would quickly be swept clean. 

A body found at the corner of Mesex and 
Highland streets the medical examiner be- 
Heved to be that of a young woman, perhaps 
20 years of age. One other body was found 
in the ruing of a building at 12 Watts street. 
This also is thought to be that of a woman. 
The only possible means of Identification of 
either of the bodies is by teeth peculiarities. 

At this time it was aiso reported that the 
bodies of a man and women were in the ruins 
on Broadway, but it was impossible to make 
any search until the ruins become cooler. 


MILITIA FORCE INCREASED. 

The force of national guardsmen called to 
patrol the streets of the burned section was 
increased tonight by the arrival of com- 
pany L of the Fifth infantry, company B of 
the Eighth infantry, and the Fifth corps, 
coast artillery. A marine guard of 100 men, 
under Capt. Charles Shill, was also on duty. 
Four squads of marines were placed to pro- 
tect valuable safes in the ruins of different 
bulldings. 

A detail of seventy-five policemen from 
Boston was stationed at various entrances 
to the city with orders to prevent anybody 
from coming in, with the exception of fire- 
men, policemen, soldiers, and newspaper 
men. 3 

Neighboring cities and the commonwealth 
hastened to the assistance of the fire suffer- 
ers. Two representatives of the state board 
of charity were on the scene early, being sent 
by Acting Gov. Draper. 

The Boston charitable authorities were also 
prompt to give assistance, while the Salva- 
tion army and the Associated Charities made 
every effort to care for the homeless, 


MANY SENT TO BOSTON. 

Thousands were sent to Boston where they 
were furnished with food and lodging at nu- 
merous public buildings, such as schools and 
armories. 

In addition to offers of financial aid and 
shelter for the homeless, came guarantees 
from .bakeries, dairy farms, and provision 
dealers of a plentiful supply of food. A re- 
lief committee was formed which will meet 
tomorrow morning to coneider definite meas- 
ures of relief. 

The fire area, which was in the form of an 
elipse, a mile and a half long and half a mile 
wide at ite broadest part, extended diagonally 
across the city from a polnt near the boun- 
dary between Everett and Chelsea to the 
watere of Chelsea creek. 

It was useless for the firemen to attempt 
to check the onrushing flames before the gale, 
and their main efforts were to prevent «a 
spread of the fire on ejther side. 

At 9 o’clock word was passed that the 
firemen were winning, and, with renewed 
energy, the contest was pressed. At 10:20 
official announcement was made by Chief 
H. A. Spencer that the fire was under control. 

The great majority of the buildings were of 
wood and were completely destroyed, but

THE SOUTH AND ITS PROBLEM. 

The Atlanta Constitution draws a 
forceful indictment against Georgia and 
the south for failure to provide reforma- 
tories and schools of correction for the 
negro. “ We are doing virtually noth- 
ing,” says the Constitution, “to treat 
outlawry and moral and mental degen- 
eracy at its breeding places in that teem- 
ing black horde present in every state 
south of the line.“ 

The neglect is truly astonishing and 
deserving of the condemnation the editor 
of the Constitution bestows upon it. 
Coupled with the fact that schools are 
not provided for over a million negro 
children, it greatly weakens the claims 
so often heard ‘in the south that the 
north may well leave to the south the 
solution of the awesome problem of the 
negro in America. 

Enlightened southerners and southern 
journals are awake to the needs of the 
negro as they never have been before. 
They are indeed bringing to the problem 
a thorough knowledge of conditions 
which our northern theorists lack, as well 
as an intelligent understanding of the 
machinery of social betterment, of which 
so many southerners seem to be igno- 
rant. 

The south has had a long pull up to 
the level of prosperity since the civil 
war, and much is to be forgiven because 
of the poverty of the section during these 
years. Yet the south has not dealt with 
the freed negro with wisdom and foresight. 
It has not taken up the problem he is 
with practical efficiency. A generation of 
semi-savages has been allowed to grow up, 
drifting from camp to camp, from mine 
to wharf, and from plantation to city 
sium. Undisciplined and primitive, the 
young negro became a menace, a per- 
petual shadow of horror hanging over the 
daily life of the south. Yet in the face 
of this terrible fact, what was the chief 
device put forward by the civilized 
white? Lynch law—after the crime. 

The south was poor. But it should 
have scraped its pockets for a rural con- 
stabulary and the maintenance of a sys 
tem of surveillance. In the history of 
the south itself was the suggestion for 
such a plan of protection, the patrol of 
slavery days. 
erty walue of the negro, as well as the 
fear of a negro uprising where the negro 
population was dense, induced this plan 
of policing, and every negro was chal- 
lenged on the road and conipelied to show 
a pass. The drifting criminal of the 
south of today is a sorry commentary 
upon the south’s dealing with its worst 
evil. The Constitution brings forward 
another aspect of the same folly. 

Negro schools on the lines laid down 
by Booker Washington, reformatories on 
wise, modern lines, and a proper system 
of surveillance of the detached or semi- 
vagabond class of unskilled negro labor 
are worth establishing at a great cost.

Queen Wilhelmine ts still a young woman, 
on the sunny side of 28, married to a hus- 
band of about the same age, and to whom 
she is deeply and wholly devoted. The fact 
that on the three occasions referred to above 
her impending maternity was officialy an- 
nounced shows clearly that there is no rea- 
son whatsoever to believe that her marriage 
will remain without issue. 

In fact, the most eminent gynecologists of 
Europe have declared recently that there 
is no reason whatsoever why the young queen 
should not have a whole family of children 
if she would only take rroper care of herself 
and avoid imprudences. 

Only, of course, the maintenance of her 
health and good spirits, so material to happy 
motherhood, especially during the few 
months immediately preceding the latter, is 
not likely to be promoted by her knowledge 
that her parliament and her people are so 
convinced beforehand of the futility of her 
expectations that they are already making 
provision for her disappointment. 

There is a great deal of popular sympathy 
with the young queen, both at home and 
abroad, in connection with this matter, and 
there is every reason to believe that the 
present Dutch cabinet have acted in accord- 
ance with public sentiment in cutting out the 
project of the revision of the constitution 


from its program.

Wilheimine has a stronger hold on the

In fact, he is no longer looked upon by 
them as a German but with the utmos* 
good will and favor as a Dutchman, any 
lingering doubt on the subject that may 
have remained on their minds having been 
set wholly at rest by the splendid gallantry 
which he displayed last year in the rescue 
at the peril of his own life of the survivors 
of the terrible wreck of the Herwich-Rotter- 
dam passenger steamer Berlin off the Hook 
of Holland.

The great historic house of Koenigsmarck, 
in Germany, seems to be bent upon keeping 
alive its preéminence for the number of its 
divorces. For I see that the Count Koenigs- 
marck who married Clara Luckman, who 
achieved some fame in literature under the 
pseudonym of Count Salviak,” is applying 
to the Berlin courte for a dissolution of his 
marriage. 

‘The Koenigsmarcks have played a conspic- 
uous role in the annals of Europe. It was the 
Countess Aurora Koenigsmarck, renowned 
for her beauty, who found favor in the eyes 
of King Augustus of Saxony, and became 
mother of that famous military leader, the 
Marechal de Saxe, who gave the Englis!. 
such a drubbing at the battle of Fontenoy. 

It was another Countess Koenigsmarck 
who was the favorite of King George I. of 
England; while a Count Philip Koenigsmarck 
wes assassinated by officers of the king as he 
was emerging one night from the apartments 
of the queen. He had been betrayed by one 
of her ladies, a Countess Platen, whose ad- 
vances he had spurned, and who, when he 
lay on the floor of the palace expiring from 
his wounds, stamped upon his lips with her 
heel. The queen, it may be remembered, was 
placed under restraint and kept a close pris- 
oner in the castle of Alden for thirty-two 
years. 

The present head of the family, an elderly 
man, Count Charles Hans Koenigsmarck, 
created a sensation some years ago by be- 
coming the defendant in a suit for divorce 
brought against him by his wife, after 
thirty-two years of marriage. She is by 
birth a Princess Sayn-Wittgenstein. She 
has English blood in her veins, her mother 
having been the daughter of an English 
baronet, Sir George Piggott.

Then there will be the usual 
orderly rows of peonties and a few pop- 
pies. ‘ 
Three Russian mulberry trees have been 
planted and when their leaves are advanced 
far enough it is the intention of the school to 
feed ‘them to silk worms until the cocoons 
are formed. The study of silk culture will 
be made interesting in this manner. 

Another feature of the garden unusual for 
Chicago will be peanut vines. They have 
been grown before successfully at the school, 
although, of course, there are not enough 
peanuts to go around among all the pupils. 
It is necessary to mix sand with the soil 
to have any success with the goobers. 

A few sugar beets also will be planted and 
it is the plan to illustrate the manufacture 
of sugar through their agency about the 
first of October.

Take Much Pride in Trees. 

The young gardeners take considerable 
pride in their trees, which include varieties 
of hard and soft maple, horse chestnutg, 
cut leaf maple, catalpa, white ash, honey 
locust, elm, one or two Carolina poplars, and 
two varieties of willows.

NEW YORK, April 12.—[Special.]—So 
much importance had come to be attached to 
the Erie’s fate, thanks to the delay in the 
making of an announcement regarding the 
policy of the board of directors with respect 
to the $5,500,000 of notes which matured 
on Wednesday of last week, that the pre- 
Vention of a receivership for the property 
removed from the stock market a decided 
obstacle. 

The influence of this action was, however, 
not confined within the walis of the stock 


‘exchange, nor within the bounds of the 


financial district itself. To those watching 
the news from the frequent conferences 
over the Erie's affairs, a decision to allow 
the road to pass into a receiver’s hands 
undoubtedly would have brought a severs 
Shock. . 

The Erie now has money sufficient to 
meet .its requirements for the present year 
and to carry on the strategic improvements 
upon the completion of which, its operating 
executives assert, the road will be able to 
handle $60,000,000 of business with little ad- 
ditional expense. It has thus come through 
a period of trouble with its machinists, of 
business depression, and of financial stress, 
and now has the opportunity to make good 
the promises of better things held out by its 
management. 


Crop Outlook Helps Tone. 

A smart rise in prices on the stock ex- 
change before the close of the week was 
due largely, of course, to the outcome of the 
Erie tangle, but another factor underlying 
it, and one which was little less important, 
although overshadowed by Erie affairs, was 
found im the excellent showing made by 
winter wheat in the government's first crop 
report of the year. 

Confusing reports from the business world 
continued to hold in check excessive op- 
timism, but upon the whole there was evi- 
dent again unmistakable signs of slow im- 
provement in many directions. 

The recovery is bringing. business back 
gradually to the levels established just be- 
fore the final impetus came from the pros- 
perous period extending from the close o“ 
1906 to last autumn, a fact testified to by the 
comparative positions of bank clearings, 
‘railroad earnings, and other trade indices. 


Discuss Gold Export Question. 


Again last week the Bank of England re- 
leased gold for shipment to Paris, and this 
fact, together with a steady decline in the 
Paris cheque on London and an equally per- 
sistent advance in demand sterling here, pro- 
voked furtWer discussion of the possibility of 
gold exports from thiscity. The financing of 
the German loan is affecting money markets 
abroad seriously, but this influence should 
be only temporary, and upon its passing the 
strong position of the great Europen govern- 
ment banks should come into play. 

In our own market rates for day to day 
money continue to fall, and the accumulation 
of funds hgre is so great as to make it highly 
politic for the treasury to withdraw addi- 
tional amounts of United States deposits. Its 
own working balance is ag me $56,000,000. This 
might easily be increased to $100,000,000 with- 
out affecting money markets or business. 
These withdrawals would bear upon the gold 
export question and also would put the treas- 
ury in possession of funds for use next fall, 
although there is no prospect this year of 
the usual stringent fall money market due to 
the conflicting demands of active trade and 
large crops. 


Better Feeling in London.
